It  is  plain  from  the  teaching  of  the  Scrip- 
tures that  it  is  not  Scriptural,  hence  not 
right  Many  are  t ic  arguments  that 
might  be  brought  in  ccfense  of  this  posi 
tion.  Rut  in  this  report  I submit  only  a 
few  that  might  lx-  hroight  to  Ixar  on  this 
subject.  In  the  first  place  this  method  is 
not  the  Rilile  method  of  raising  money  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  Lord’s  cause.

The 
prayer  in  (»ethscmamj  reveals  a soul  that 
is  acutely  sensitive  tcJthe  effects  of  sin,  hut 
not  one  Word  ot  it  implies  a sense  pi  jxr- 
sonal  guilt.  This  pnjyer  is  an  unfolding  of 
his  hidden  soul,  teaching  us  that  his  lxfing 
‘troubled  in  spirit,’  and  his  ‘groaning  and 
sighing  deeply’  wenj  the  products  of  a 
heart  of  sympathy  tiA  those  who  were  the 
victims  of  the  sorrows  that  sin  brings  to 
the  hearts  of  men. 

"The  simplicity  of  Jk-sus’  claim  to  divine 
life  is  in  marked  contrast  with  all  divine 
pretensions  on  the  pait  /if  men.  He  claims 
sonshipand  oneness  with  God  in  terms  of 
self-consciousness  rntHerthan  of  argument. 

‘He  that  hath  seen  i»e,  hath  seen  the  Fa- 
ther.’ ‘Relieve  me,  thht  I am  in  the  Fa- 
ther, ami  the  Father  in  me.’  ‘The  Father 
loveth  the  son.'  ‘I  p(nd  and  mv  Father 
are  one.’  The  argument  of  the  question  of 
the  divine  sonship  he  jeaves  for  his  disci- 
ples who  were  to  give  the  history  and  pur- 
port of  his  life  to  the  world.  He  claims 
this  relation  with  the  confidence  and  the 
simplicity  ot  a child  i nl  whose  heart  there 
has  not  been  the  shadojw  of  a doubt. 

"His  manifestation  of  his  divine  power 
in  what  we  are  pleased!  to  call  supernatu- 
ral works  differs  from  the  pretended  mira- 
cles of  men.
